The current Action requires Applicants to elect from a number of species which the 
Examiner alleges to be patentably distinct The Examiner states that claims 1, 6-8, 12-16, 21-23. 
28-51, and 57-61 are generic. The Examiner states the following to be patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 
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The wireless device is a wireless telephone. 
The wireless device is a interactive pager. 
The wireless device is a handheld computer. 
The wireless device is a personal digital assistant. 
The location system and feature server is a GPS compatible components. 
. The location system and feature server is a GIS compatible components. 
The location system and feature server is a WAP compatible components. 

The action is executed via a wireless communication network. 

The action is executed via a global computer network. 

The action is executed via a PSTN, 

The action is executed via a local area network. 

The actions reports the statistics. 

The action provides an estimated time of arrival. 

The action dispatch a truck for a pickup. 

The action monitors a speed. 

The action logs. 

The machine is an office equipment. 
The machine is a home appliance. 
The machine is a hand held computer.
